SUBJECT: USUN UNCLASSIFIED SUMMARY NO. 44 
COMMITTEE 1 -KOREA 

IN THE WORDS OF THE TUNISIAN REPRESENTATIVE. THE COMMITTEE 
OCT. 29 CAST "DUAL POSITIVE VOTE" FOR TWO COMPETING 
RESOLUTIONS ON KOREA WHICH WILL "SURELY PUT THE GA IN A 
SITUATION WHICH IS WITHOUT PRECEDENT". PRIORITY WAS 
ACCORDED THE BARBADOS RESOLUTION (L. 708/REV. 1) WHEN ALGERIA'S 
MOTION PROPOSING VOTING PRIORITY FOR THE ALGERIAN DRAFT 
(L. 709) WAS DEFEATED 52-64(US)-23. THE BARBADIAN DRAFT 
WAS LATER ADOPTED 59(US)-51-29, AND SUBSEQUENTLY THE ALGERIAN 
RESOLUTION WAS ALSO ADOPTED 51-38(US)-50. (USUN-5462) 

THUS, THE COMMITTEE URGED "ALL PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED" 

TO EMBARK ON TALKS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE SO THAT THE UNC 
MAY BE DISSOLVED CONCURRENTLY WITH ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
MAINTAINING THE ARMISTICE AGREEMENT (L.708/REV.1), 

AND AT THE SAME TIME CONSIDERED IT NECESSARY TO DISSOLVE 
THE UNC AND WITHDRAW ALL FOREIGN TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA 
UNDER THE UN FLAG AND CALLED ON THE "REAL PARTIES 
TO THE ARMISTICE AGREEMENT" TO REPLACE THE KOREAN MILITARY 
ARMISTICE AGREEMENT WITH A PEACE AGREEMENT (L. 709). 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) ORALLY AMENDED HIS AMENDMENT, BUT 
"SUSPENDED" THEM AND DID NOT PRESS THEM TO A VOTE. 

SEPARATE VOTES ON EACH OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH OF THE 
BARBADIAN RESOLUTION, REQUESTED BY SENEGAL, WERE: 65-46-27, 

61-46-31, 60-48-31, AND 60-51-28, RESPECTIVELY. 

AT THE OUTSET, CHAIRMAN GHORRA (LEBANON) SAID HE HAD 
EXPLORED THE POSSIBILITY OF SOME COMPROMISE BUT HAD BEEN 
UNABLE TO IDENTIFY SUCH A POSSIBILITY. ALGERIA (RAHAL) 

ARGUED THAT THE REVISED BARBADIAN DRAFT WAS A NEW RESOLUTION 
AND THAT THE GENERAL COMMITTEE HAD DECIDED THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION SPONSORED BY ALGERIA AND OTHERS CAME FIRST 
BECAUSE IT WAS UNDER SUBITEM (A). BAROODY, AFTER SUPPORTING 
PRIORITY FOR L. 708/REV. 1 . DEFENDED HIS AMENDMENTS WHICH, 

HE SAID, WERE DIRECTED AT THE US, SOVIET UNION AND CHINA. 

LIBERIA SUPPORTED PRIORITY FOR L. 708/REV. 1 BY VIRTUE 
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OF RULE 131, AND PRIORITY WAS ALSO SUPPORTED BY FRANCE, 
NETHERLANDS AND UK, WHO ALL ARGUED THAT THE FRENCH AMENDMENT 
DID NOT RESULT IN A NEW RESOLUTION. 

AFTER THE ALGERIAN MOTION FOR PRIORITY FOR L. 709 WAS 
DEFEATED, SENEGAL ASKED FOR A SEPARATE VOTE ON THE FRENCH 
AMENDMENTS TO L.708/REV. 1, AND, FOLLOWING DISCUSSION, 

LEGAL COUNSEL SUY CONFIRMED THE CHAIRMAN S INTERPRETATION 
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THAT WHEN THE AMENDMENTS WERE ACCEPTED BY THE COSPONSORS 
THEY CEASED TO EXIST. VOTES WERE THEN EXPLAINED BY NIGER, 

BAHAMAS, KUWAIT (WHO SAID "REAL PARTIES" HAD TO BE NORTH 
AND SOUTH KOREA), AND SAUDI ARABIA (BAROODY SAID THE 
BARBADOS DRAFT HAD SHORTCOMINGS BUT WAS PRACTICAL IN THAT 
IT REALIZED A SETTLEMENT WAS REQUIRED AMONG MAJOR POWERS 
AND NORTH AND SOUTH KOREA), CAMEROON AND PAPAU NEW GUINEA. 
RESOLUTION 708/REV. 1 WAS THEN ADOPTED, FOLLOWING APPROVAL 
OF THE FOUR OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS IN SEPARATE VOTES. 

URUGUAY MOVED THAT A VOTE ON THE ALGERIAN RESOLUTION WAS 
UNNECESSARY, BUT WAS OPPOSED BY SENEGAL AND ALGERIA, 

THE LATTER REQUESTING A VOTE ON THE MOTION. URUGUAY 
SUBSEQUENTLY WITHDREW THE MOTION. 

IN DISCUSSION OF BAROODY'S AMENDMENT, ALGERIA CONTENDED 
THEY WOULD DISTORT THE TEXT; CHINA AND UKRAINE DECLARED IT 
WAS UNJUSTIFIABLE TO TRY TO CHANGE THE "REAL PARTIES" 

TO THE ARMISTICE AGREEMENT; AND BAROODY REPLIED HE WAS 
TRYING TO CLARIFY, NOT CONFUSE. THE ISSUE, BUT IF THE 
COSPONSORS WOULD ACCEPT TWO OTHER AMENDMENTS HE WOULD 
WITHDRAW HIS ORIGINAL ONE. DURING THE COURSE OF SUBSEQUENT 
CONFUSION, USSR (MALIK) SAID THE AMENDMENTS WERE NOT 
ACCEPTABLE, FRANCE CALLED FOR A VOTE ON THE AMENDMENT OR 
ITS WITHDRAWAL, BAROODY EVENTUALLY ASKED THAT HIS AMENDMENTS 
BE INCLUDED IN THE REPORT. AND CHINA POINTED OUT 
THE VOTING HAD ALREADY COMMENCED. 

AMB MOYNIHAN OBSERVED THAT THE SUBJECT OF THE DEBATE WAS 
300 MEN UNDER THE UNC. HE HOPED THE UNC WOULD NOW BE 
DISSOLVED, SAID THAT IT HAD GONE TO KOREA IN THE AFTERMATH 
OF A SUDDEN, BRUTAL, CALCULATED INVASION AND AGGRESSION 
FROM THE NORTH AGAINST THE SOUTH. THE GA IN ONE OF ITS 
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GENUINE ACTS IN DEFENSE OF THE UN CHARTER HAD CALLED THIS 
AND ACT OF AGGRESSION, AND THE INVADERS HAD BEEN THROWN 
BACK BY THE UN FORCES AND THE STATUS QUO ANTE PRESERVED. 

IT WAS NOT THE US DESIRE TO BE IN SOUTH KOREA, BUT THE US 
WAS IN NO WAY EMBARRASSED OR APOLOGETIC ABOUT IT, 

MOYNIHAN STATED. MALIK WANTED TO GIVE MORE ACCURATE INFORMATION 
SINCE THE US REPRESENTATIVE HAD "BROUGHT FOG" INTO THE DEBATE, 

BUT IVORY COAST REQUESTED A VOTE. 

FOLLOWING THE ADOPTION OF THE ALGERIAN RESOLUTION, TUNISIA 
(ABDENNEBI) SAID THIS "DUAL POSITIVE VOTE" WILL SURELY PUT 
THE GA IN A SITUATION WHICH IS WITHOUT PRECEDENT AND THE 
NEGATIVE FALL-OUT WOULD SURELY HAVE AN UNFORTUNATE 
IMPACT ON THE SOLUTION OF THE KOREAN QUESTION. VOTES WERE 
EXPLAINED BY ARGENTINA AND BURMA (HAD RESERVATIONS ON EXCLUDING 
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ROK FROM NEGOTIATIONS ON A PEACE AGREEMENT). SWEDEN 
PROPOSED THAT THE ITEM BE KEPT ON THE AGENDA FOR A FURTHER 
10 DAYS SO THAT A MORE ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION COULD BE SOUGHT, 

BUT LATER WITHDREW IT IN RESPONSE TO THE CHAIRMAN’S 
APPEAL. CHINA (HUANG), UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY, SAID PEOPLE 
KNEW IT WAS THE US ADMINISTRATION WHICH INSTIGATED THE 
SYNGMAN RHEE REGIME TO ATTACK THE DPRK. 

ROK (YONG WOON KIM) STATED THAT THE ADOPTION OF BOTH 
DRAFTS CAUSED SERIOUS DAMAGE TO THE CREDIBILITY OF THE UN, 

AND THE PEOPLE OF HIS COUNTRY WOULD ASK WHAT WAS THE REAL 
POSITION OF THE UN. HE CATEGORICALLY REIECTED THE ALGERIAN 
DRAFT, SAID REUNIFICATION COULD NOT BE RESOLVED WITHOUT 
AGREEMENT BY BOTH PARTS OF KOREA, AND COMMENTED THAT THE 
ACRIMONIOUS REMARKS OF THE "REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PEKING 
REGIME" CONVINCINGLY PROVED THERE WAS TENSION ON 
THE KOREAN PENINSULA. 

DPRK (LI JONG MOK) WARMLY SUPPORTED THE RESOLUTION BY 
ALGERIA AND OTHERS, SAID IT WAS A GREAT ENCOURAGEMENT TO THE 
KOREAN PEOPLE IN THEIR STRUGGLE AND REPRESENTED A HEAVY 
BLOW TO THE US IMPERIALISTS. HE ACCUSED THE US AND ITS 
WESTERN ALLIES OF INDULGING IN "DITRY TRICKS" TO PREVENT 
THE ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION, AND DECLARED THAT THE US 
HAD NO PRETEXT NOW TO KEEP ITS AGGRESSIVE TROOPS IN SOUTH 
KOREA. THE US SHOULD NOW AGREE TO A PEACE AGREEMENT, 
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DISSOLVE THE UNC AND WITHDRAW ALL US TROOPS FROM KOREA, 

AND WHEN THAT WAS DONE THE KOREAN PEOPLE WOULD BE ABLE TO 
REACH AGREEMENT INDEPENDENTLY. HIS COUNTRY WOULD NEVER 
RECOGNIZE THE OTHER UNJUSTIFIED RESOLUTION. REFERRING TO 

MOYNIHAN'S STATEMENT, HE SAID IT WAS THE US IMPE ADP000 
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PRESIDENT SADAT TOLD THE GA OCT. 29 THAT HE HAD REQUESTED 
THE SYG AND CO-CHAIRMEN OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE TO BEGIN 
IMMEDIATELY CONSULTATIONS WITH ALL INTERESTED PARTIES, 
INCLUDING THE PLO. FOR THE RESUMPTION OF THAT CONFERENCE 
ON THE MIDDLE EAST IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE. ITS MEETINGS 
SHOULD CONTINUE UNINTERRUPTEDLY TO DEAL WITH THE WHOLE 
PROBLEM IN ALL ASPECTS IN ORDER TO REACH A IUST AND LASTING 
PEACE. HE ALSO SAID HE HAD INSTRUCTED THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION 
TO PRESENT A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON THE NECESSITY OF THE 
REPRESENTATION OF THE PLO AT THE GENEVA CONFERENCE ON AN 
EQUAL FOOTING WITH THE OTHER PARTICIPANTS. 

SADAT SAID THE ARAB WORLD UNDOUBTEDLY WOULD PLAY ITS ROLE 
AS A SIXTH FORCE.AND CLOSELY LINKED TO THE ARAB CIRCLE 
WAS THE ISLAMIC CIRCLE. HE PRAISED AFRICA AND NOTED 
EGYPT WAS AN AFRICAN COUNTRY, AND HE WELCOMED DETENTE IF IT 
WAS A PROFOUND STRATEGIC CHANGE ENVISAGING THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A JUST AND REAL PEACE FOR ALL PEOPLES. 

EGYPT'S FIRST OBJECTIVE, "WHICH INFLUENCES ALL OUR ARAB 
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OR INTERNATIONAL ACTIONS IS THE LIBERATION OF ALL OCCUPIED 
ARAB TERRITORIES AND THE RESTORATION OF THE RIGHTS OF 
THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE SO THAT THEY CAN EXERCISE THEIR 
RESPONSIBILITY AND THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION, 1 ’ 

SADAT DECLARED. EGYPT DID NOT WANT ANY PART OF ARAB 
TERRITORY TO BE LESS DEAR TO IT THAN OCCUPIED EGYPTIAN 
TERRITORY; EGYPT'S POLICY WAS "A POSITIVE ONE AS WELL AS 
A FLEXIBLE ONE; BUT ONE WHICH HOLDS THE FINAL OBJECTIVE 
TO BE UNCHANGEABLE”. THEREFORE, EGYPT'S POLICY WAS NOT 
TO LET GO OF ANY OPPORTUNITY TO LIBERATE ANY PART OF ARAB 
TERRITORY WHEREVER IT MIGHT BE. 

FOR EGYPT, PEACE IS A STRATEGIC OBJECTIVE; A GENUINE COMMITMENT, 
SADAT SAID. "PRESENT-DAY CIRCUMSTANCES IN OUR REGION 
PROVIDE A UNIQUE OPPORTUNITY FOR PEACE WHICH HAS NEVER 
PRESENTED ITSELF SINCE THE BEGINNING OF THIS MIDDLE EAST 
CONFLICT”. IT WAS THE UN'S DUTY, EVEN PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY, 

NOT TO MISS THAT OPPORTUNITY. HE HAD TAKEN THE HISTORIC 
DECISION TO BEGIN THE OCT. 6, 1973 BATTLE, NOT TO WAGE WAR 
FOR THE SAKE OF WAR, BUT TO BLAZE THE TRAIL TOWARDS PEACE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ANEW. THE PALESTINIANS MUST ESTABLISH THEIR INDEPENDENT STATE. 

IT WAS IMPERATIVE THAT THE GENEVA CONFERENCE RESUME, AND 
ANY OUTCOME OF THAT CONFERENCE WOULD BE THE RESULT OF 
EFFORTS IN THE GA OR THE SC, HE SAID, ADDING "YOU WILL 
HAVE TO APPROVE AND GUARANTEE IT ACCORDING TO THE PROVISIONS 
OF THE CHARTER”. EGYPT AND THE WHOLE ARAB NATION APPEALED 
TO THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY REPRESENTED BY THE UN "TO 
PROCLAIM THE YEAR 1976 THE YEAR OF THE PALESTINE PEOPLE.” 

THE CAUSE OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE WAS THE CAUSE OF EVERY 
FREE PEOPLE SEEKING PEACE AND CALLING FOR JUSTICE AND 
ACCEPTING THE RULE OF LAW AS ARBITER BETWEEN GOOD AND EVIL, 
RIGHT AND WRONG, SADAT CONCLUDED. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE-APARTHEID 

THE SPC CONCLUDED ITS DEBATE ON APARTHEID OCT. 29, HEARING 
SPEAKERS FROM AUSTRIA, DENMARK, CAMEROON, GHANA, ETHIOPIA, 
DAHOMEY AND FRANCE, WITH THE FRG SPEAKING IN A RIGHT OF 
REPLY. INDIA (BHATIA) INTRODUCED A NEW 54-POWER DRAFT 
RESOLUTION (L.328) ON APARTHEID IN SPORTS, CALLING FOR 
AN END TO CONTACT WITH SPORTS BODIES ESTABLISHED ON THE 
BASIS OF APARTHEID OR RACIALLY SELECTED TEAMS FROM SOUTH 
AFRICA, AND BELGIUM (RENS) INTRODUCED THE BENELUX 
AMENDMENTS TO THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON BANTUSTANS WHICH WOULD 
CHANGE A PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPH AND ADD A NEW OPERATIVE 
PARAGRAPH. 

AUSTRIA (WOLF) AND DENMARK (SERUP) BOTH CALLED ON THE 

SAG TO ABANDON APARTHEID. CAMEROON (TOWO-TANGANA) ACCUSED 
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THE SAF OF ATTEMPTING TO DIVIDE AFRICAN STATES, AND 
CRITICIZED THOSE WHO COLLABORATE WITH SOUTH AFRICA WHILE 
INVOKING "ECONOMIC IMPERATIVES". HE SAID IT WAS NO ACCIDENT 
THAT SOUTH AFRICA WAS BEING INTEGRATED INTO NATO AND 
BEING PROTECTED BY THE NATO POWERS' VETO. HE APPEALED TO 
JAPAN, FRG, FRANCE, US AND UK NOT TO CONTINUE SUPPORTING 
SOUTH AFRICA. GHANA (AMISSAH) ACCUSED SOME WESTERN COUNTRIES, 
PARTICULARLY US, UK AND FRANCE, OF ADOPTING A "NON- 
CHALANT" POSTURE TOWARD APARTHEID, NOTING THAT THE UK 
FOREIGN SECRETARY IGNORED IT IN HIS GA SPEECH. HE STATED 
THAT THE US HAS THE CAPACITY TO PROMOTE CHANGE IN 
SOUTH AFRICA, BUT THE US HAS NO AFRICAN POLICY, AND ITS AID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROGRAM INDICATES ITS BELIEF THAT AFRICA IS AN ENTITY THAT 
COULD BEST BE FORGOTTEN. HE CRITICIZED INCREASED MILITARY 
AND OTHER TIES BETWEEN SOUTH AFRICA AND HER WESTERN FRIENDS 
AND ALLIES, AND APPEALED TO THE FRG AND OTHERS TO BAR 
THEIR COMPANIES FROM SUPPLYING NUCLEAR REACTORS TO 
SOUTH AFRICA. 

ETHIOPIA (KIDANE-MARIAM) EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE 
SC FAILURE TO IMPLEMENT GA RESOLUTIONS AGAINST SOUTH 
AFRICA, AND WELCOMED THE PROPOSED EMBARGO OF OIL AND RAW 
MATERIALS TO SOUTH AFRICA. DAHOMEY (HOUNGAVU) CHARGED THAT 
INTERNATIONAL IMPERIALISM, HEADED BY THE US, UK, FRG, 

AND FRANCE, ALLOWED THE VORSTER REGIME TO CONTINUE ITS 
POLICIES, AND THAT ZIONISM AND APARTHEID WERE CLOSELY 
ALLIED. FRANCE (DE LATAILLADE) REGARDED APARTHEID AS 
"A PARTICULARLY DETESTABLE FORMOF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION", 

AND WOULD NOT SUPPLY ANY LAND OR AIR ARMAMENTS TO SOUTH 
AFRICA, BUT ONLY RIVER AND NAVAL VESSELS. THE FRG (VON 
UTHMANN ) REPLIED TO GHANA BY STATING THAT WHILE A GERMAN 
COMPANY, ALONG WITH OTHERS, WAS BIDDING FOR A NUCLEAR 
POWER STATION, THERE WAS NO MILITARY COOPERATION BETWEEN 
THE FRG AND SOUTH AFRICA. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA) 
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AN OMNIBUS DRAFT RESOLUTION HAS BEEN PREPARED BUT NOT YET 
CIRCULATED CONCERNING THE SITUATION IN SOUTH AFRICA WHICH 
WOULD, INTER ALIA: AGAIN REQUEST THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
TO CONSIDER URGENTLY THE SITUATION IN SOUTH AFRICA; 

STRONGLY CONDEMN ACTIONS OF STATES AND FOREIGN ECONOMIC 
AND OTHER INTERESTS WHICH CONTINUE TO COLLABORATE WITH THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME: AGAIN CONDEMN THE GROWING RELATIONS 
AND COLLABORATION BETWEENSOUTH AFRICA AND ISRAEL; LAUNCH 
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A SPECIAL APPEAL TO THE MAIN TRADING PARTNERS-PARTICULARLY, 

UK, USA, FRANCE, FRG, JAPAN, ITALY-TO CEASE COLLABORATION 
WITH THE SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME; AND REQUEST ALL STATES TO 
TAKE THE NECESSARY MEASURES TOWARD AN EFFECTIVE EMBARGO 
ON SUPPLY OF PETROLEUM, PETROLEUM PRODUCTS, AND STRATEGIC 
RAW MATERIALS TO SOUTH AFRICA (USUN-5430) 

COMMITTEE 2— OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT 

THE PHILIPPINE DELEGATION HAS INDICATED THAT IT WOULD BE 
PLEASED IF THE US WOULD BECOME A COSPONSOR OF THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION CONCERNING UNICEF ENTITLED "THE EXPANSION OF 
BASIC SERVICES FOR CHILDREN IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES", 

WHICH THE PHILIPPINES PASSED INFORMALLY TO USUN ON OCTOBER 
28 AND PLANS TO TABLE IN COMMITTEE 2. (USUN-5434) 

COMMITTEE 3-HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE 

COMMITTEE 3 BEGAN DEBATE ON THE HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION 
IN CHILE ON OCTOBER 29, REJECTING A CHILEAN REQUEST TO 
SUSPEND CONSIDERATION OF THIS ITEM UNTIL AFTER THE DISTRIBUTION 
OF A GOC REPORT. THE COMMITTEE HEARD INTRODUCTORY STATE- 
MENTS BY UN DIVISION OF HUMAN RIGHTS DIRECTOR SCHREIBER 
AND WORKING GROUP CHAIRMAN ALLANA FOLLOWED BY STATEMENTS OF 
CUBA AND POLAND. THE CHILEAN PROPOSAL TO SUSPEND DEBATE 
WAS REJECTED BY A VOTE OF 10-43-44. STATEMENTS SUPPORTING 
THE CHILEAN PROPOSAL WERE MADE BY URUGUAY, COSTA RICA 
AND HONDURAS, WHILE STATEMENTS OPPOSING IT WERE MADE BY 
CUBA, YUGOSLAVIA, USSR, ALGERIA, GUINEA, PORTUGAL, GDR, 

HUNGARY, MALI, AND TANZANIA. ALLANA STATED THAT THE GROUP 
ACTED OBJECTIVELY AND IMPARTIALLY AND HOPED THAT UN EFFORTS 
WOULD HELP ALLEVIATE HUMAN SUFFERING IN CHILE, WHILE CUBA 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND POLAND DENOUNCED CHILE AT LENGTH. CUBA REFERRED TO 
THE "WELL-KNOWN STORY" OF THE CIA, WHICH FINANCED 
DOMESTIC CONSPIRATORS SO THEY COULD CARRY OUT THE FINAL 
COUP AGAINST THE ALLENDE GOVERNMENT, AND SPOKE OF THE 
ECONOMIC AND FINANCIAL BLOCKADE ORGANIZED BY ITT, ANACONDA, 
KENNECOTT AND OTHER CONSORTIUMS. 

COMMITTEE 4-ECONOMIC AND OTHER INTERESTS IMPEDING 
DECOLONIZATION 

THE RAPPORTEUR (LASSE OF TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO) OF THE 
COMITE OF 24 INTRODUCED THE RELEVANT PORTION OF THAT COMITE'S 
1975 REPORT. HE OBSERVED THAT THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
EXPRESSED SERIOUS CONCERN THAT COLONIAL POWERS AND STATES 
CONCERNED WERE DISREGARDING UN DECISIONS, AND THAT THEIR 
ECONOMIC ACTIVITIES WERE DIRECTLY RELATED TO THE 
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PERPETUATION OF COLONIALISM, APARTHEID AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION.
